Washington, D. C., April 26.—A ver­ 
dict breaking the last will of Stilson 
Hutchins, capitalist and 
founder 
of 
newspapers in St. Louis and Washing­ 
ton, was returned by a jury in the 
criminal court Saturday. 
The docu­ 
ment, winch w’as dated October 26, 
1910, sought to distribute a $4,000,000 
estate. 
The jury found the aged millionaire 
was not mentally competent to exe­ 
cute the will, but held that no undue 
influence was exercised or misrepre­ 
sentation used in its execution. 
An 
appeal will be taken. 
The will, which wats one of three 
filed, was attacked by Lee Hutchins, 
younger yon of tile late financier. It 
was defended by Walter S. Hutchins, 
the elder son. anti Charles L. Frailey, 
\tiio were named as executors. 
The trial began November 23 last 
and was the longest, writh one excep­ 
tion—Hie Star Route case, which last­ 
ed >Hx months—in the history of the 
local courts. 
After setting wide a fund of $22,- 
500, the income from which was to be 
paid iii monthly installments of $75 
to Mr. Hutchins’ half 
sister, 
Abby 
Somerby, the contested will left 35 
per t ent of the remaining estate to 
both Mrs. Keeling Hutchins, widow’ of 
the millionaire, and Walter S. Hutch­ 
ins, the elder son. 
Twenty per cent was left to Lee Hut­ 
chins .and IO per cent to Miss Mil­ 
dred Rogers, a granddaughter.
